tlent,  they,  were  not  influenced  by  interca- 
ted  motives.  Mr.  B.  was  willii  g himself 
to  give  this  pledge. 

The  qbjeAion  of  the  gentleman  from 
I'ennessee,  that  this  provision  would  a 
bridge  the  jirivilegfs  of  the  members, 
was  entitled  to  very  little  weight  indeed. 
The  coftitulion  had  already  in  this  way 
abridged  their  privileges.  » 

It  Irad  already  disqualified  the  mem- 
bcisof  congress  in  a certain  degree  fiom 
holding  office  ; this  proposition  merely 
went  to  extend  the  princifle.  'I  he 
ftrength  of  a government  like  this  depends 
in  a great  degree  on  the  corfijence  of  the 
people  in  those  who  for  the  time  being 
cussirol  its  oper.itions.  He  ti  lifted  that 
a majority  of  this  house  woula  prove  to 
the  people ai-i'J  to  the  world  that  they  were 
govcriieil  by  the  purtft  motives.  He  Cal- 
led the  attention  of  the  hunfe  to  the  Brit- 
iffi  govein-nent.  Was  it  not  notorious, 
he  asked,  that  whoever  was  piime  minis- 
ter could  always  command  a majority  in 
psrliamerit  ? ^lad  it  not  been  frequent- 
ly fetn  that  men  one  day  iu  a fniall  nii- 
noritv,  couhl  the  next  day,  when  railed  to 
offiie.  wield  i majori-.y  of  the  f.,me  men 
a.s  had  bef.iie  uppoled  them  ? V>' hat  did 
this  arife  from  ? Was  it  not  from  the  in- 
flufkce  of  the  trealury,  not  only  on  the 
borough  pan  of  the  houfe  cf  commons, 
bir.  on  that  part  clcAed  by  tiie  people 
the '-iTelvse,  the  g -vernment  in  the  latter 
uafe  aAing  .not  only, on  the  reprefentative 
but  on  tl.c  people  whom  he  rej-  efented  ? 
This  example  fhewed  the  importaiice  of 
guarding  at  an  early  day  againii  a ' fimilar 
corruption  here. 

There  w a?  but  a fingle  objeAion  on  the 
opinion  of  Mr  B.  M the  adoption  of  the 
rc-folution — that  genilemer,  were  mem- 
bers of  the  noufe,  whofe  talents  and  per. 
fonal  deportment  m.ght  be  known  to  the 
executive,  might  advantageoully  be  felec- 
ted  to  office.  But  could  the  executive  have 
I tooro  k nowledge  of  fuch  persons  ? — 
Were  there  not  reafons  to  induce  them  to 
liide  their  real  motives  and  charadter.  and 
defuing  oficc,  to  regulate  everv  thing 
they  faid  or  did  by  their  views  to  that  ob- 
jeA  ? Mr.  Burwell  faid,  he  had  himself 
luppofed  that  talents  were  difperfed  in 
every  p.irt  of  the  Union,  and  that  nothing 
vvas  more  ablurd  than  to  suppofe  that  on- 
ly one  it  dividual  in  the  nation  was  compe- 
tent to  li'l  any  office.  GharaAers  for  of- 
fice might  in  every  part  of  the  nation  be 
f'.iUnd  equally  as  fitk  as  well  qualified  as 
thole  w ho  came  here.  Another  confidera- 
tion  had  great  weight  with  him.  However 
the  coi.lfitution  might  have  guaided  a- 
gainft  the  iiiBuenre  of  members  »-f  con- 
grefs,  It  was  iievcrthclefs  a laA,  that 
members,  from  their  fituation  and  knowl- 
ege  ot  the  nation  at  large^ad  more  influ- 
ence than  any  individuals  Icattered  thro’ 
the  country.  There  were  tew  men  of  fo 
much  celibrity,  fo  great  talents,  whose 
tianscendaiu  worth  were  so  generallj  ac- 
knowlegrd  that  thry  were  jrxtenfive'y 
known  through  the  community.  'Ther* 
was  scarcely  an  individual,  that  had  not 
been  in  congrefs  that  was  known  out  of 
the  Hate  in  which  he  refided.  What  vvas 
more  im]-ortant,  he  sfked,  in  the  felec- 
tion  of  a ju  rion  to  fill  the  chief  magiftra- 
cy,  than  to  m:.kc  the  members  of  con 
gri  fs  as  Impartial  as  poffible,  and  to  in 
duce  tbern  to  enquire  accurately  into  the 
cliaraAer  of  the  perfon  p'ropofed  for  that 
high  office.  'This  wa?  a time,  in  his  opin- 
ion, when  they  ffiould  fortify  thcmfcives 
againft  the  dan^'cr  apprehended,  and  juft- 
ly  apprehended,  by  the  gentleman  from 
N.  Garolina.  Mr.  B.  l‘.iid,I»e  hoped  there 
was  vimie  enough  in  this  Iioufe  to  fanc- 
tion  this  principle,  although  the  gentle- 
man from  TennelTee  lii.  polVd  it  would  a- 
bridge  the  privileges  of  tbe  citizen.  It 
was  a principle  which  might  secure  the 
purity  of  thi.s  house  for  many  years  to 
come.  Hr  hoped  therelore  the  ainencL- 
nicnt  would  no-,  fiicceed. 

Mr.  l\hru  uid  he  felt  himself  under 
confidefablr  obligations  to  the  gentleman 
fiom  North  Garolina  liom  exempting  him 
from  the  charge  of  office. hunting.  He 
did  not  know  that  he  Ihonid  ever  a/k  tor 
nrholdannffi.e  under  the  government; 
but  that  would  not  prevent  him  from  fay 
ing  what  lie  thought  on  this  I’ubjeA.  A 
material  objeAion  againft  this  propofition 
w IS  one  which  had  not  yet  been  noticed. 
T'  it  became  a part  of  the  coiiftitution,  it 
would  conllantly  create  a powerful  league 
among  influential  citizens  againft  the 
Frelidcut  of  tli  * U.  S.  combined  to  get 


tion  which  went  oi,  that  ground  ; hut  he 
believed  it  Ihouid  be  vvith  ferious  delib- 
eration that  any  thing  like  the  remainder 
of  the  propolition  vvas  adop-:td.  He  was 
willing,  vvithout  facrificrug  his  ideas  ot 
; r pnety  and  expediency,  :o  leave  to  the 
world  to  judge  of  the  pr  . priety  of  his  mo- 
tives. I he  vote  on  this  propofition  would 
be  but  a bad  criterion.  flis  conduA 
(liculu  be  judgfd  by  J:is  votes  in  general, 
and  not  on  this  propofition.  T-  such  a 
vutc  as  this  was  to  pjrify  all  bad  quali- 
ties, the  legiflature  which  had  taken  the 
head  of  Charles  the  ift,  alluded  to  by  tin 
gciitlci-.ian  from  N.  Caroliua,  might  have 
pajTcd.  ihis  vote,  and  thus  ablolvcd  them- 
fclvcs  of  the  wrung  they  had  done.  If 
ill.  y went  on  in  this  w iy  altering  thc 
lonl.'itution,  its  form  would  in  time  be  fo 
much  changed  that  the  people  wculd 
not  recognize  it.  Inftead  ot  ftirngthen- 
ing  tfo- pi  iiicipics  of  freeilon-,  they  might 
be  limered  aw  y till  they  were  loll  i.i 
chaos.  Amciid.nents  ought  to  be  made 
with  • fpacing  hand.  In  the  opinion  ol 
Mr.  Rhea,  the  prefent  tno.le  of  eleAlon 
fetured  the  purity  ol  the  houlc  as  far  as 
the  gentleman  could  difire-  There  were 
but  two  ftaics  ill  ibe  Union,  in  which  re- 
prel'entativcs  were  not  eleAed  long  be- 
fore. their  term  of  fervire  commenced  ; 
durii  g the  whole  of  which  time  <jt  pio- 
batinii  they  were  ji-etluded  from  office. 

Mr  ,S'mi//e  made  foaie  obfervations  fa- 
voiablc  to  the  motion  cf  Mr.  Macon  — 
He  thought  the  poriiy  of  the  reprc-feii- 
tative  body  was  elTciitail  to  the  exiftence 
ot  the  governnient  ; that  the  txrlufion 
from  offi' e eftabliflicd  by  the  coiiftitution 
was  not  fufficient.  the  ,-.bufcs  now  being 
learly  as  great  as  if  no  I’uch  extiufi  -n  ex- 
ited— for  there  was  but  little  difference 
in  principle  between  a man’s  accepting 
an  office,  while  a member,  and  his  expcA- 
ng  to  receive  it  at  the  end  of  the  two 
years  he  had  to  ferve. 

The  motion  of  Mr.  Rhea  was  negativ- 
ed, ayes  ii. 

Mr.  Bacon  fuggefted  fonie  amendment 
in  the  phrafeology  of  the  refolution  , and,

Ma.  POPE. — Mr.  President, I regret 
that  the  hoiiurabic  chairniaii  of  the 
committee  who  reported  this  bill,  is  not 
here,  to  give  it  that  support  which  his 
talents,  information,  and  the  importance 
of  the  subject  authorised  us  to  exjiect. 
His  absence  has  devgived  on  me,  as  a 
mcinbci- of  tlic  cominittec,  and  a rep-.  e- 
seniative  of  that  section  of  the  union 
more  imn-iediately  interested  in  the 
subject  before  us,  to  explain  to  the  Se- 
nate some  of  the  grounds  which  induc- 
ed them  to  make  this  report.  The 
first  important  question  which  the  proc- 
lamation of  the  president  and  this  bill 
presents  for  consi'leration,  is  whelliei 
or  not  Uie  United  .States  have  a good 
title  to  the  tenitjry  in  tpiestion.  Be- 
fore 1 cxarkii'.e  the  tnaty  of  cession 
from  Fraiitc  to  the  Unittil  States  ol 
1 803,  the  source  of  our  claim,  permit 
me  to  enquire  what  were  the  limits  ol 
Louisiana  in  that  (juarter  to  which  this 
subject  leads  us.  before  the  treaty  and 
cession  of  't2  —3  between  France, 
Spain  and  Great  Brituin.  On  this  sub- 
■ject,  however,  I believe  there  is  no  con- 
trariety of  opinion. — Before  this  |)crio(l 
Louisiana  extended  east  of  the  ii«ei 
Mississispi  to  the  river  Pcrdido-Franci 
and  Spain, by  the  treaty  of  1719  cslab- 
lished  this  boundary  between  Florida, 
now  called  East  Fiotida  and  Louisiana. 
The  ancient  limits  of  Louisiana  have 
been  so  fully  ascetlained  by  the  dm  u 
nients  laid  before  Gongress  at  difleient 
times,  and  the  nun.erous  discussion.^ 
the  subject  has  unde!  gone,  that  I blionk. 
only  waste  the  time  ol  the  -Senate  in  at- 
tempting to  throw  any  new  light  on  it 
1 shall  only  refer  Uie  Senat^  to  one  ad- 
ditional eviiieiu  c.  that  this  riier  was 
the  'ancient  eastern  boundary  of  tliis 
province.  Mr.  .Smollet,  in  his  con  in- 
uation  of  Hume’s  history  of  England, 
states  the  answer  ofthc  British  govern- 
ment to  the  proposition  made  by  Fittmce 
for  peace  e.uh'  in  the  year  1761.  I rom 
which  it  ai>pcars  that  France  then 
clatmed  the  river  Perdido  as  their  eas- 
tern limits,  nor  does  this  fi  ct  appear  to 
have  been  contested  by  the  Britisli  min- 
ister.

T'lie  French 
army  was  said  to  be  in  great  wart  of  pro- 
visions, and  was  reduced  by  sickness  and 
famine  to  about  50,000.  The  combined 
armv  under  the  Earl  of  Biisuco,  (Lord 
Wellington)  was  amply  supplied  with  pro- 
visions, and  their  force  to  27,000  men. — 
A battle  was  expected.  At  Cadiz,  tlie 
yelloiv  fever  or  plague  had  btoken  out, 
which  in  the  month  of  Oct.  carried  off 
T104  inhabitants.  At  (iibralter  the  same 
disease  had  broken  out;  and  ut  Carthage- 
na,  the  deaths  averaged  from  80  to  85  a 
day.
